The Commissioner of Pen- 
aions has so arranged the matter that 
those entitles) to the Increased amount 
under the new law need make no appli- 
cation or even write any letters to the 
Panaion Office. When the next quarter- 
ly pension day (June 4th) cornea around 
the Pension Agenta will pay $12 per 
month for the quarter due instead of the 
$8 mentioned in the present certificates. 
Of coursf, it should be understood that 
the increased amount will only date from 
March 10, 1886, when the act was approv- 
ed by the President" 

The Small Fruit Crop. 

The Rural World, of St. Louis, haa pub- 
lished 160 reports in reply to circulars 
aent out to tbe principal fruit shipping 
points in Illinois, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Texas, 
and Georgia, from which, it says, it is 
clear that Illinois, Missouri and Kentucky 
will have bjo peaches. Tennessee may 
have half a crop; Arkansas about the 
same, while Mississippi and northern 
TexaB report but very slight injury. Ala- 
bama and Louisiana will have the usual 
peach and small fruit supply, while Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee will not have one- 
half a crop of strawberries, owing to the 
drouth of last summer. Illinois, Missouri 
and Kentuckv will have an average of 
email fruits. The season is reported back- 
ward at all points. The vegetable sup- 
ply and general prospects are equal to 
those of any former year in the territory 
heard from. Late spring froBtB may fur- 
ther reduce the peach supply in the 
South. April frosts generally inflict more 
or lose injury. 



NOT SETTLED YET.

Little Doubt That the Guarantee Will 
Now Be Given, and That, 
Too, Very Soon. 



The Daily Bulletin has taken especial 
pains in the past to keep its numerous 
readers thoroughly informed as to the ex- 
act status of the Maysvilleand Big Sandy 
Railroad question. In this we have nev- 
er failed, and we shall continue in the 
good work, because we are thoroughly 
convinced that the people of Maysville 
and Mason County are exceedingly inter- 
ested in the building of the road, and are 
anxious at all times to have the latest 
news concerning it. 

In yesterday's issue we stated that the 
news from Newport and Campbell County 
was much more encouraging, and the in- 
dications were that the guarantee for that 
county would be given in a day or so. 
An hour or Uo after we went to press, 
this news was confirmed by the receiptor 
the following telegrams: 



(to-morrow) night. 

Whoopee! Fbanx 8. Owens. 

The meeting referred to was held at the 
Mayor's office in Newport, and was an 
enthusiastic one. Colonel Owens and Mr. 
Mitchell, of this county, and Captain T. 
H. Paynter, of Greenup, were present. 

Colonel Cbilde informed the meetiug 
in plain terms that the road would not 
be built through Newport unless the 
guarantee was given. A few individuals 
were present who protested against the 
road being built through their property, 
but this, of course, is always expected. 
As a result of the meeting, committees 
were appointed to solicit subscriptions 
and secure guarantee, and the indications 
point to glorious news in a short time. 
The matter is not yet settled, but the 
question will remain in doubt but a few 
days longer, at least, that's "the; way the 
wind is blowing now." 

The people of Cincinnati have become 
interested la the road, and are ready to 
extend a helping hand. As a proof of 
this we clip the following from the Board 
of Trade proceedings in Friday's Com- 
mercial Gazette: 

" The matter of the construction of the 
Cincinnati and Big Sandy Railroad, ot 
the south side of the Ohio River, from 
Ashland, Ky., to Covington, Ky., waa 
introduced by Mr. Livezey, who stated 
that it was necessary— that in order to 
complete the purchase of the right of 
way the sum of $35,000 was necessary in 
order to close the contract with Mr. Hun- 
tington, which sum was necessary 
to complete the amount asked for 
from Campbell County, Ky. The 
citizens there had already subscribed 
$40,000, but as the road itself would, 
without any doubt whatever, prove ben- 
eficial to Cincinnati, by opening up a 
coal and mining region hitherto untapped, 
and at the same time developing a new 
territory for the sale of Cincinnati man- 
ufacturers, it had been considered, after 
due consideration on the part of the bulk 
of the manufacturers and whole 
merchants, that itwould prove emineutly 
desirable to aid the proposed new road in 
ever aaanner possible, either.by financial 
or moral support. Mr. Livezey was ap 
pointed on a special committee to report 
at the next regular meeting." 

The Commercial Gazette, same is, 
says editorally: 

NEWPORT AND NEWPOBT NEWS. 

" The question of a south side railroad 
from Ashland to Newport, Ky., is just 
now in a critical state. Mr. Huntington 
is ready to build the road, and has gone 
so far as to agree to spend $75,000 towards 
procuring this right of way. 

" This has been secured up to the Camp- 
hell County line, and $10,000 remains to 
apply to obtaining the right of way in 
that county. 

"The sharp question is whether the 
people of Campbell County will do what 
remains to be done, and there are two 
ways of stating the position of those peo- 
ple. One is to describe them as slow, 
and the other to say they are conserva- 
tive. 

"The time during which Mr. Hunting- 
ton's proposition must be accepted or re- 
jected has about expired— actually ran 
out yesterday, we believe— but we uuder- 
stand there are three days' grace. 

Mr. Huntington has said that if the 
conditions are complied with— and they 
certainly are extremely liberal on bia 
part-he will begin the work in thirty 
days, and the road shall be first-class, 
double-tracked with steel rails. 

He also proposes to build a bridge 



es tbe Qhio, so as to perfect his rail- 
I connections. Tberehss been a dull 
and narrow notion propagated over the 
river that if there was another bridge 
ss the Ohio, Newport would be but a 
way station. 

Of course the more bridges across 
river the greater the increase of pop- 
ulation and commercial activity on the 
southern bank. We are all of this val- 
ley, on both sides of the river, actually 
Cincinnati. Covington and Newport are 
South Cincinnati. The fact that the 
south side road does not end in Newport 
will not harm that city, but only impart 
to her greater vigor and prosperity. What 
the people of a locality want is not ex- 
cluHiveness and termination, but inter- 
course, rapid trausit, cheap transporta- 
tion, facility of exchange. 

We trust the people of Campbell 
County will not be insensible of the fact 
that it would be a misfortune to them if 
tbey should neglect their present oppor- 
tunity. They should remember that it 
is rare in the history of any city that a 
railroad king comes to the gates with 
$40,000 in hiB hand, and offers it for the 
right of way to open a great Bteel road to 
the sea. If this royal offer is neglected, 
may be a long time before another 
onarch of national highways will knock 
r admission. 

"Two points in this connection are 
iggested, showing how great matters 
may be involved. We of North Cincin- 
nati have not solved the question of our 
future water supply. We may adopt the 
metropolitan system, which mean* that 
we should lake water from the Kentucky 
shore. The Huntington bridge m iy re- 
move all perplexity as to carrying the 

for a combination in this, and therein a] 
pears the fact that Cincinnati i'h in man 
ways deeply interested and should n< 
stand back when there is a chance for 
direct liue lo the deep tide-water of tli 
marvelous shores of Virginia. 

" Another Ihing and this should con 
mand the instant attention of every or 
interested in Newport— with the proposed 
road, that city would have itMOmpaVabli 
advantages in competing for the national 
foundry, the establishment of which i- 
under the most serious business confed- 
eration. There inuat he such a foundry 
We have to go into the nianufuctore o: 

With thit 
road, it is reasonable to say that more 
advantages would be concent rated in New- 
port than in any other American city,
